NEW YORK, July 1.— An unknown

OARBONDALE, ILL., July 1.—Union City, named from the fact that 


it is occupied by union miners, was the scene of a battle at midnight. As 
a result the town is in rnms. Non-union negroes and other men employed 
by Brush at his miues near Predonia having become crazed over the killing 
of a woman yesterday, went to the camp which consists of mine houses. 
The battle raged until the union miners ran 
from their homes and took 


refuge in a clump of timber close to the village. The non-union men at 
once applied the torch to the honees and all were burned to the ground. 
The men destroyed all of the property previously occupied by tbe union 
men. They moved on the woods and until noon a light fusilade was kept 
np. No lives are so far reported to have been lost in the engagement at 
Union City. 
Union miners have been arriving at tbe scone all night and 


the outcome must be a long drawn out battle. Both sides seem determined 
to win. 


CALL FOR TROOPS.

"Negro miners at Fredonia fired on a train carrying negro miners from 


Pana to Brush, near Carterville, killing one woman and wounding 20 men. 


" The coroner held an inquest and warrants wore issued for six men. I 


arrested three and they were taken away from me by a mob, who cut the 
horses loose from my carriage. Five hundred shots were exchanged be- 
tween the union aud non-union miners. 


"The town of Union, north of here, has been burned. 
"I am powerless to qnell the riot> 
"Send guna aud 200 troops at once." 
Senator Warder drove at once to the residence of Adjutant General 


Reeoe and after conferring with that official sen* the following reply: 


" Dispatch just received. I send you immediately 55 guns and ammu- 


nition. 
Summon a posse of good men at once and do everything in your 


power to quell the riot, enforce tbe law and protect life and property." 


Warder said he would not order the troops out until the sheriff had 


exhausted his resources and if any were sent they would be the Carboudale 
company, which is near Canerville.

He is 
making hay while the snn shines and 
f the son just keeps on shining for 
another week or teu days he will have 
his harvest of hay, oat3 and wheat 
all in. The hay making and cutting 
of oats hus been going on with a rush 
this week. It is mostly clover that is 
beiug harvested aud the yield is good. 
The oats are well filled and give 
promise of the best crop that has been 
jathered for years. The greater part 
of the oats which were out this week 
were grown on the higher ground and 
were sowed earlier than that in tbe 
ower ground. The later crop will be 
ready to cut next week. 


Tho corn is looking fine and is in a 


letter condition than it has been at 
this time for a number of years past 
The farmers arc anticipating a steady 
demand for the new crop. There is 
very little old ecru in the elevators or 
cribs aud consequently tbe demand for 
the new will be stronger. 
Thirty 


cents per bushel was being paid at the 
grain elevators yesterday. The farmer 
lias also another reason for believing 
that corn will be in demand. Tho 
government of the United States and 
also other governments are making 
quantities of smokeless powder. 
This 


means that a great deal of alcohol is 
being consumed and as nothing bufthe 
purest grain alcohol can be used in 
making the powder there will be an 
increased demand for the corn. This 
is largely conjecture but its looks 
very plausible. 


The wheat 
is good. Nearly the 


entire crop will be harvested by July 
8 or 10 at the fnrtherest. The farmers 
are expecting to rush threshing right 
through aud put their gram on the 
market. 


The hejp is inadequate and farm 


hands are snatched up and hired as 
rapidly as they can be found.

Pickles which are salted will natural- 


ly shrivel. 
Sonk them in ..water to 


make them plump and to remove the 
salt. Chemicals may be used for mak- 
ing them crisp and tender, but they 
will also render the pickes indigesti- 
ble. Hot vinegar poured over will help 
to make them crisp. 


Frothiugs on Pies—I presume you re- 


fer to the meringue made from beaten 
eggs and sugar. Beat the whites until 
light, not dry; add a tublespoonful ol 
powdered sugar to the white of each 
egg and beat until fine and glossy. 
Heap over the pie, dust it with pow- 
dered sugar, and brown slowly in ths 
oven. 


Bread Sticks—Use ordinary bread 


dough. When it is sufficiently light to 
mold take off a bit, roll out under the 
hand into a long1 roll about the size ol 
a pencil. Put it down into a section of 
the stick pan and BO continue until all 
are made. Cover in a warm place foi 
half an hour, brush with water, and 
bake in a quick oven for 15 minutes. 


Made Mustard—Thicken a gill of liq- 


uid, half water find half vinegar, with 
two tablespooufuls of corn.starch; take 
from the fire and add a ti.blespoonful 
of English mustard, a quarter of a tea- 
spoonful of cloves, just a suspicion ol 
mace, half a teaspoonful of paprika, a 
dash of red pepper, and mix thorough- 
ly. Press through a sieve and put in 
your mustard cup. 


Pounded 
Biscuits—Eub into one 


quart of flour a tablespoonful of short- 
ening. Mix half a pint of milk and half 
a pint of water and add it gradually to 
the flour, working until YOU have a 
hard dough. If you use a soft flour, 
that which is generally used for such 
biscuits, a smaller amount of liquid \vill 
be required. Knead the dough until 
soft, and then pound it until it is light 
and elastic; then roll it into a thick 
sheet, cut into biscuits, prick the tops 
with a fork, and bake in a moderate 
oven. 


Plain White Bread—Seald one pint 


of milk and add a pint of water; when 
lukewarm add one toaspoonful of salt 
and one-half ounce compressed yeast 
cake dissolved in a quarter of a cupful 
of warm water. Mix and stir in suffi- 
cient flour to make a dough. Turn this 
on a board and knead thoroughly until 
soft and elastic. Put back in the bowl, 
cover and stand in a warm plaee (75 de- 
grees Fahrenheit) for three hours 
Then form into loaves, put them in 
greased pans, cover again and stand in 
a warm place for one hour. Brush with 
water, and bake in a quick oven for an 
hoar if made up in square loaves, or 
half an hour if you use the long French 
pans. 


Boston Baked Beans—Soak the beans 


over night. The next morning drain 
and cover with clear cold water; add a 
pound of pork, cook slowly until the 
Bkin of the beans easily cracks; drain, 
put them in a beanpot, score the pork 
aitd press it down, leaving just the rind 
exposed. Then take a pint of the 
liquor in which the beans were boiled, 
. dd to it a tablespoonful of molasses, a 
; caspoonful of salt, and pour this over 


I he beans. Cover the pot and stand in 
a very moderate oven over night, or 
you may bake them nil day. When 
cooked each bean should be separate, 
perfectly whole and dark 
brown in 


color. Strained tomato may be used 
instead of water, and sugar instead oi 
molasses. 


Serving in Courses—In a house where 


only one maid servant is kept the meals 
may be served in courses, provided the 
mistress knows how to' make and ar- 
range them. If you have the ordinary 
breakfast of fruit, oatmeal and cg'g's, 
have the oatmeal cooked the day be- 
fore or over, night. The first thing in 
the morning the maid may place the 
fruit on the table,and arrange on th« 
side table the oatmeal bowls with the 
milk or cream, putting at each place a 
fruit plate holding a finger bowl and 
knife. 
Breakfast may then 
be an- 


nounced. While the fruit is being eaten 
the maid may turn the oatmeal into the 
serving dish and bring it to the table, 
placing it in front of the mistress and 
taking away the fruit plates that have 
been used. 
She may then pass tho 


oatmpal bowls, und as she leaves the 
Lable again will take out the fruit dish. 
She may then go to the kituhen, make 
the coffee and prepare the eggs; when 
she brings the coffee and eggs to the 
table she may remove the oatmeal 
bowls, put on the warm plates'and egg- 
cups, aud then take out the oatmeal 
dish. For luncheon and dinner much 
the same method may be followed. But 
only upon special occasions should the 
maid be expected, or required, to re- 
main in the dining-room during the en- 
tire meal.—Ladies' Home Journal. 


A Laundry Hint. 


When clothes become yellow or of a 


bad color from lying unused or from 
sickness they should be taken from the 
hot suds and spread on the grass or in 
the sun to bleach for half a day, and 
afterwards should be rinsed thoroughly 
In two waters, the last one blued. The 
flannttls, of course, are washed pep- 
arately in warm suds and rinsed in 
clear, warm water. The care of boiler 
and tubs after washing1 is also impor- 
tant. The former should be washed 
out and carefully dried in 
all tho 


creases to prevent rust. The tubs, too, 
should be washed, and, if wooden ones, 
a little clean, cold water left in them, 
Soapstone or the new porcelain tubs 
are much to be preferred, and these 
should be wiped perfectly dry. Raise 
the covers of wooden tubs once or 
twice during the week, leaving them 
open over night; otherwise they be- 
come "close." This is a laundry proc- 
ess presented in the simplest possible 
way. At another time a paragraph of 
special directions for washing the fine 
expensive flannels and clear-starching 
will be given.—N. Y. Foot.

In the old days, with comb and shears, 


It took a man eight hours to clip a horse, 
und he had to be an expert to do it in 
that time. 
With the introduction of 


the himd clipper, such OB is used for 
slipping men's hair, into this u.ie, the 
Hme required for clipping a horse WE* 
reduc-ed to half a day. Later these clip- 
pers came to be operated with hand 
power, by use of a crank, and then the 
time required for clipping B horse was 
Btill further reduced. 


In one of these hand-power clippers 


the clipper U attached to the end of a 
flexible shaft, which is made up ot short 
Icngthb of steel wire Knked together 
like a chain. To l*eep this flexible shaft 
from kinking and twisting when it is 
turned it is incased ond carried in a. 
flexible tnbinp. The shaft is made to 
turn by attaching one end of it to the 
axle of a wheel which is turned by 
means of a belt from it to another 
wheel, which is turned by a crank. 
These wheels are supported, the larger 
one, to which the crank is attached, on 
a standard resting on the floor; the 
smaller one, to which the flexible shaft 
Is attached, at the ejid of an arm sup- 
ported by the standard. Turning the 
wheel turns, the flexible shaft within 
Its flexible tubing. 
The shaft is at- 


tached to the clipper with an eccentric. 
When the shaft turns the eccentric 
works the clipper just as an ordinary 
slipper witli handles would be worked 
by hand, only many times faster. The 
operator simply holds the clipper and 
guides it over the surface to be clipped. 
Nowadays this sort of clipper is oper- 
ated also«by machine po\\er, a gas en- 
gine being used for this purpose, and 
with power clippers horses are clipped 
in less time still. 


In a. horse-clipping establislimenl 


where machine power is used the ga> 
engine is belted to a shafting made fas,! 
to the ceiling fiom which the YJOWCI- ifl 
transmitted by belts to two pulleys, one 
on either side of the room, attached to 
the ceiling by hangers in the usual man- 
ner. 
Hanging from each of these pul- 


leys is a long, flexible shaft within its 
flexible casing, with a clipper at the 
>nd. These flexible shafts, the tubea 
that inclose them being an inch or two 
lu diameter, and about as flexible aa 
rope or hose of like size would be, are 
each perhaps eight to ten feet or more 
in length; long enough to enable the 
operator to go all over one side of the 
liorse with the clipper hanging on that 
side withcmt shifting the animal's po- 
sition. The operator throws the clip- 
per, on whichever side he starts, into 
irear at its pulley and begins work with 
It. When he has finished one side of n 
horse he shuts oft the power from the 
clipper used oil that side and goes 


951 around on the other side, throws that 


Clipper into gear, and with that clipper 
begins on that side of the hor*e. 


How long it takes to clip a horse now 


depends very much on the horse. The 
majority of horses take kindly to clip- 
ping, but some do not. 
If a horse 


doesn't like to be clipped it may take 
hours to clip him, but ordinarily In 
these days, with power clippers and the 
dorse willing, the clipping- is done in 40 
minutes to an hour. A horse has been 
clipped in 24 minutes, but probably 
about an hour would be the time usual- 
ly required. In the old days it cost $20 
lo $30* to get a horse clipped; it is done 
nowadays for two dollars and fifty 
rents to three dollars.—i^. Y. Sun.

A Snap Shot That Wo» Taken at 


tlie Moment of a. Fearful 


Fatality. 


"The most remarkable snap shot pic- 


ture in theworldi&ownedbyafriendol 
inine in a town in Georgia," said an en- 
thusiastic amateur photographer.

adopted, and finally committed suicide 
His lawyer took the coupler for back 
fees and inherited the hoodoo. In a 
little while he was demoting his entire 
time and attention to the work of pro- 
moting, and seemed continually on the 
verge of reaping a big fortune. Ho 
kept at it until his health and re- 
sources came to an end together, and 
the last heard of him he WHB working 
as a clerk in Los Angeles. Meanwhile 
the coupler had been outdated by 
new devices, and only a few months ago 
the old model was in a Chicago rail- 
way office, where it had been left as a 
cuno.

POTTA>VAiOMlE POWWOW. 


Council ul the Tribe Held IB Ml oh- 


lean In the 
Amclont 


•Way. 


Under the old council tree, close by 


the home of Indian Mix, the Pott-i- 
watomie Indians held a two days' povv- 
pow in Van Buren county, Michigan, 
recently. 
It was the first meeting of 


the tribe siace the death of the old 
Chief Pokag-ou. 
Some of the Indians 


present were heard to say with a sigh: 
"This is the first council that we ever 
attended that Pokagon was not pres- 
ent to council and advise." 


The tree is a grand old maple whose 


branches spread out, covering a circle 
of ground 70 feet in diameter. About 
100 of the Pokagon band were present. 
Joseph Cushway, of Ludington, Mich., 
was chosen chairman, and he an- 
noun«cd ia a clear voice that the object 
of,the meeting was to fill vacancies in 
the business committee caused by the 
death of their ,iate chief and his son 
William Pokagon. It was proposed to 
elect Charles Pokagon chief, in place 
of his late father. It was claimed, how- 
ever, that his son was born chiet and 
that he inherited the title as his father, 
Simon Pokagon, had before him. 


It was then proposed to elect one of 


the oldest Indian's as honorary chief 
of the band. Two old men were then 
nominated and it was proposed that the 
council proceed to vot<- for them by bal- 
lot. At this point a middle-aged man 
arose and remarked that although they 
were civilized they were Indians still, 
and proposed to proceed according to 
their ancient custom nnd vote as their 
fathers did. which was adopted by the 
council without a dissenting voice. The 
chairman then said: "Wesaw, one can- 
didate, vvHl take his position on the west 
side of the tree, and Toposh will take 
his place on the east side." After the 
two candidates had taken their posi 
tions the chairman again said, both in 
English and in the Indian tongue: 
"Now 
let the friends of the two men 


form In line around their choice," which 
was done and the count made. Weaaw. 
nn Indian almost blind, 75 years old, 
was declared to be the choice by the 
council and was hailed by some voice: 
"This is our old war chief; greet him." 


The business committee was elected 


by the above rule. Where more than 
two candidates were nominated by the 
council they took their position at 
dif- 


ferent points about the tree, and the 
one who had the fewest men standing 
abont him withdrew from the contest, 
until only two contcstans were in the 
field, and the one receiving the strong- 
er support was declared elected. Al) 
tpeeehes were interpreted tn English 
and Jn the Indian language, as many of 
the old'men could not understand a 
word of English, while some of ttie 
yoking ones were not f amilinr with their 
nattTO tongue.—Chicago Inter Ocean,

WAYS OP SOUTHERN WOMEN. 
MEDICINE DOES NOT PAY. 


Taer Have a Tendency t* IrrltaC* 


Northern Women Who Do Not 


UnderBta-nd Them. 


One of the things which most imprest 


the northern visitor to the south Is the 
bravery and fortitude of the women 
there under the trying circumstances 
which have become lately the part of 
so many of them. In the larger cities 
they have turned their attention to 
various efforts at earning B living, while 
In the smaller places practically only 
one way is open to them. This is that 
first refuge of most women who find 
themselves compelled to work, end are 
yet without a profession or the training 
for any regular career—the boarding 
house. The difficulties of housekeep- 
ing in most of the southern states are 
greater than women accustomed to the 
varied and abundant market* of the 
other parts of the country can realize. 
There are not many kinds of food to 
be hod, and what there is rarely suits 
northern tastes. 


The average southern woman, who 


starts to keep house for others than her 
family rarely does it in the businesslike 
fashion of women in the north, and this 
Is in a way peculiar, as someof the most 
successful boarding houses in New York 
have alwaj s been conducted by south- 
ern women. But their point of view 
seems different at home, and things are 
likely to slip along in the best way they 
jan. "I am beginning to get a little bi 
tired of paying my board in these 
southern, places," said a girl ivho hax 
been in the south for some time, "only 
to be treated afterward on if I were an 
invited guest of the family." That is a 
truthful enough description of the waj 
things go in the south, and this fact is 
a great compliment to the innate re 
finement and politeness of the southern 
people. Although one may be paying 
board to the woman who condxictg the 
house, her inclination is to treat every 
body in her home as if he or she wcra 
a guest. This naturally haa its influ- 
ence on the boarder, who feels a little 
bit like expressing hio opinions or feel- 
ings. 


PobsJbly this treatment prevents the 


boarders from complaining sometimes 
when they waatto. But what Is that in 
comparison with the great advantage 
thnt comes to manners from the cour- 
tesy and unselfishness in such a way oi 
settling the differences between land- 
lady and boarder? 
Many of these 


southern women are quite incapable oi 
keeping house in the way necessary to 
look best after a houseful of people, 
but they are all polite, really consider" 
ate and genuinely refined. A woman In 
a high degree typical of her class haxl 
been wealthy during-her husband's life- 
time, was pretty and lilted the udmira- 
tioh that men in the w>uth always show- 
to women. She was a poor widow. Her 
daughter, reared to wealth, 
taug-ht 


school, and she was supposed, in her 
old-faahioned, roomy ho-me, to h«ve the 
best ho-usc in town. She was charming 
in her languid, polished way to all the 
quests, never had much on the table 
and made ev orybody feel as if the gath- 
ering were a house party. The only 
reason we had not better things to eat 
was the manner in which the providing 
was done. The negro mammies in this 
town used to go from house to house 
with the new spring vegetables. If the 
gxxid ones hod not been sold by the time 
she reached our house, the boarders 
fared well that night. But if the de- 
mand had been largenncl mammy\BUp' 
ply small, they had to depend in more 
than the usual measure on tho charm 
of the hostess" smile and manner. The 
market might be full of green peas and 
other spring- vegetables, while they ate 
hominy and canned corn. That was 
merely because the hostess had never 
been in the habit of going to market. 
She had waited for years for the old 
negro vegetable peddlers to come to her, 
and did not alter the habit merely be- 
cause she happened to luive 20 persons 
In her house who were paying'—rather 
liberally, too—for being there.—Chica- 
go Inter Ocean.

ard Quuin left £110,820, Dr. Henry 
Uorsfall left £ 105,780, Dr. G. D. Long 
staff left L 107,000, Dr. Henry Danson 
left £119,290 and Dr. J. H. Paul lef 
£ 100,052. But all these fortunes, sev 
eral of which were certainly inherited 
and not made by professional practice 
are thrown into the shade by the es 
tate of Sir William Gull, whose person 
ally was valued at £ 344,033. Sir Wil 
liam Gull, like Sir William Jenner 
made an enormous professional in 
come, though fortunate investments 
perhaps, ployed the part in- swellini 
the total of his fortune that family be 
quests played in the case of Sir Wil 
Ham Jenner.

must pay about five cents a mile in gold 
and from seven to eight cents a mile iu 
Spanish silver, to ride in the back-break- 
ing cars known as first-class carriages 
and that for an ordinary trunk he must 
pay about half fare, he is inclined tc 
scoff at the primitive mode of travel 
and to long for the luxury of ever 
stage-coach journeying oa a western 
mountain road. The amazing amount 
of computation by the ticket agent be- 
fore he sells n ticket, the smoky lamps 
the three preliminary tootings by the 
engine befoie the train starts, the final 
ringing of a bell by the baggage muster 
as a signal that the train really is go- 
ing, the crowded condition of the aislea 
choked with luggage for which the pas- 
sengers do not care to pay toll, and 
every man in the train, from the con- 
ductor down to the barefooted brake- 
man,
